The world at large, and often even 
brothers of the lower degrees, do not 
understand them, but the Initiated will 
discover In words and aetlons the fel- 
low of the third decree without much 
trouble. Their souls recognize eaen 
other in mutual contact, which Is often 
too sacred to be expressed In words, 
and the stamp of the cross upon all 
their doings shows them a Fellow of 
the Sons of God.

In Him Is the source of 
all wisdom, and Ho Is the Lord or 
Cliivernor of all the universe. As such 
]!«• received the worship of all the 
members of the order, who sacrificed to 
lllin by the killing of lnocent animals 
to atone fur their transgressions of 
His laws Although God was consid- 
ered the Father, who conceived In His 
wisdom, and out of whose love was 
horn the Earth and the Heavens, yet 
was He not known as the true Father 
nf 'mall because of their enstniiige- 
ment from Him through transgressions 
„r sin so thai the best of them onlj 
considered themselves servants. It was 
the yearning of God to moke mankind 
Ills "true children, which led up to the 
Institution of 
The Second, or Sonahlp Degree. 
The true spirit, and with it the true 
purpose or the Order gradually degen- 
erated and finally was nearly lost, and 
only a few had the knowledge of true 
Interpretation. The multitude of Its 
priests were imposters who frequently 
leisorulcd the properly appointed 
(Iriinil Masters, so that there came a 
I Hmt when the Order was In danger

She was 
with him in the sin— she ought to be 
with, him to help him through. Per- 
haps she has gone down town to buy 
some new clothes, or to buy a new 
drawing room suite. I don't know 
where she Is, but Ananias is there 
alone. He sides up. hands out a bue; 
uf money, and Peter looks at him—

I knew 
he had two girls who ought to have 
been, and might have been, Captains 
In the Salvation Army, and would havr 
been if It had not been for him. He 
sat listening to all I had to sny. 1 
expected him to fall on his knees, and 
mart crying to God tu have mercy on 
his soul. He never moved. 

Before I left the city he came to see 
mc, arid I talked to him as straight 
as I possibly could, I asked him what 
he was going to do, and whether he 
was going to finish up a backslider 7 
He turned upon me and told me plainly 
lo my faee that he was all right, and 
wus u saved man. I should not have 
been the least surprised If lie hml 
fallen a corpse at my feet. 

People lie. and say they nre right.

Tares and Lerltlls belong 
to the Ervum family. The Tare of St 
Matthew's Gospel Is what farmers call 
Bearded Darnel, or Poisonous Rye 
Grass. It is the Loltum of botanists, 
and was a very common pest in the 
earn fields of Palistlne, The seeds are 
poisonous. The Wheat or the Gospel 
is the Trltleum Cesttvum of botanlstE. 
When our Great Master cave 
that wonderful Illustration nf 
Hie nutritious Trltleum and pol- 
souous Lollum, He knew what 
He was talking about. These two fam- 
ilies of plants are closely allied. The 
Lollum Is a degenerate Trltleum. The 
Darnel la 

Wheat Gone Wild. 

These two families are closely allied— 
so are the subjects of the Heavenly and 
Knrthly Kingdoms. The panel Is 
Wheat gone wlld-so is a wicked man.

HOW D'AOBIGNE'S DOUBTS DIS- 
PERSED. 

Soon after his conversion, M. 
D'Aublgno, the well-known historian 
of the Reformation, was sorely assailed 
and perplexed by the sophisms o£ Ger- 
man Rationalism— so sorely assailed, 
Indeed, that he was plunged Into un- 
utterable distress, and spent whole 
nights without steep, erylng unto God 
from the bottom of his heart, and ran- 
sacking libraries for arguments and 
syllogisms to repel the assaults of the 
adversary, At length, In his perplex- 
ity, he resolved to visit the venerable 
Klenker, of Kiel, a celebrated divine, 
whose whole attention for forty years

The learned 
professor listened patiently and sym- 
pathetically to his recital, and then 
said simply. "My dear young friend, 
even were 1 to sueceed In ridding you 
of all these pestilent doubts, others 
would straightway spring up In their 
place. There is a shorter, completer 
way, thank God, of annihilating them. 
Do yoi> Just take them all to Christ, 
and cast your burden utterly on Him ; 
Just let Him be to you really the Son 
of God, the Author of eternal life, your 
Saviour from all sin, and my word for 
It, the very moment ycu thus feel your-

I well remember the eight when my 
mother died. I was about four years 
old and was sleeping In the same room 
with her. A few minutes before she 
died she got up, walked over to my 
bed, kissed me and told me that I 
hod a mother now but would not have 
one in the morning. In 1854, at the 
age of twenty I enlisted In the Queen's 
service, and soon after becoming a 
soldier I started to drink. The fearful 
appetite grew on me worse and worse 
until sometimes I would have to be 
carried home from the hotels. I eame 
to Canada In 1SG1, with 10,000 of the 
Queen's troops, and was stationed at 
Montreal, serving there the balance of 
my time. 

After my release, in 1864, I started to 
roam about in Canada and the United 
States, following up railroading, earn- 
ing large wages constantly, but quickly 
spending my earnings. I would drink 
and drink as long as I could obtain It. 
Not until my last cent was spent would 
I go back to work. 

After some years' wandering, I heard 
of Fort William, and like many others, 
followed the crowd to the place, seek- 
ing work. That was four years ago. 
I went to work, earned money and 
spent It In drink. Finally 1 got so low 
that I found It difficult to get work. 1 
was generally to be found around the 
hotels, for I could not pass a h«lel

within the sphere of my Influence, or 
have I done more reflecting on the 
same. Indeed, I think sometimes that 
If, In common with many of my com- 
rades, I reflected less and believed 
more, It would be better for the King- 
dom all round, still, we must attend 
to the reflecting and not *leave the 
believing undone. At least the Editor 
of the War Cry is of that opinion, 
seeing that he not only thinks that f 
should go on reflecting, but should give, 
as of old, some of my reflections to his 
readers, whom, he assures me, will be 
pleased to receive them. May I be 
allowed to hope that they will find some 
profit as well as some little Interest In 
their perusal.

An International Sensation. 

Almost every reader of the War Cry 
will have heard of the Emperor ot 
Russia's appeal to the Nations In 
favor of Peace. In this document he 
asks whether the time has not come 
when the Increase of Armies and 
Navies, with the tremendous cost In- 
volved thereby, should not be arrested. 
I need not. say thai this appeal de- 
lighted me, and It Is, already known 
that I have said "Amen 1" to It in 
the readiest and most emphatic man- 
ner possible. Lest my readers may not 
have seen It, I subjoin a copy of the 
telegram I forwarded to St. Petersburg 
Immediately the information reached 
me : 
"To H. I. M. the Czar, St. rctersburg. 

"May it please your Majesty, I have 
received with profound' thankfulness 
to God the news of your Imperial 
Majesty's wise, beneficent and Chrlat- 
llke proposal In favor of Universal 
Peaee, I cannot refrain from assuring 
vnu of the admiration of multitudes 
of Salvationists In all part of the world, 
whose prayers will ascend to Almighty 
God for your Majesty and for the 
triumph of those principles of peace 
and righteousness for which they are 
ever striving, and which are moving 



you to seek the true welfare of all 
Nations. This great act of Goodwill 
must for ever add to the honor of your 
Majesty's name and reign and Coun- 
try. WILLIAM BOOTH, 
General of the Salvation Army." 

The Czar's Rescript has commanded 
universal attention, and has been re- 
sponded to with the heartiest wishes 
for Its success, each nation being will- 
ing to Join In a eompact to stop the 
multiplication of Soldiers and War 
Ships, If It can do so without any 
serious Interference with Its present 
possessions, or Its ambitions to acquire 
more. Whether It will be regarded In 
any more serious light remains to be 
seen. 

Universal Peace. 

But what about the Rescript— a 
greater than that of the Emperor of 
All the "Rusalas"— Issued two thousand 
years ago, brought down direct from 
the Throne of God, and which pro- 
claimed Peaee throughout all the earth 
and Goodwill to every man upon Its 
surface ? Is there any true ground of 
hope for Peaee between the Nations 
while that Injunction Is allowed to 
remain comparatively dormant. If not 
actually a dead letter ? The Peace 
contemplated In that Proclamation Is 
of 

Threefold Character. 

1. We want Peaee between Man and 
God. How ean there be any real and 
abiding Peaee while -men arc at war 
with their Maker 1 That is the first 
business. 

2. We want Peace In every Individual 
man's own bosom. While men are 
fighting In their own souls— that Is, 
Inclinations pulling one way and con- 
science another— how can we hope for 
the patience, and forbearance, ana 
benevolence that are essential to Peace 
abroad ? 

3. When men are friends with God 
and at Peaee In their own minds, then 
may we hope for that beautiful, blessed 
benevolence and self-denial whleh will 
not only make Military Ware Impos- 
sible, but end those bitter quarrels, 
strifes, and contentions that are far 
more destructive ot the happiness ot 
men in this life, and their bliss In the 
world to eome, than any conlllcts be- 
tween the nations can be. 

While wishing all desired success to 
the Czar and everyone else who fights 
the demon War, the Salvation Arms 
perseveres in her God-ordalned task 
of promoting Individual Reconciliation 
with God, Individual Holiness, and In- 
dividual Consecration to the work of 
saving the multitudes who are living, 
and fighting, and dying at our doors. 
Comrades, we are going light : we only 
want to push along much faster. 

An Extravagant Notion. 

It has long been my belief— howexer 
Improbable Its realization may appear 
to be to the unbelieving world around 
me, religious, philanthropic, or any- 
' thing else— that the working out of 
the Principles on which we deal with 
the. Snbmerged Classes, would not only 
be effective In reseulng a large propor- 
tion of these unfortunates, and there- 
by stopping the multiplication of the 
Species, but also in making the Res- 
cued pay the expense of their deliver- 
ance. This was to be obtained, In the 
first instanee. by the value of the 
work done and the proflte created by 
them while under our eare ; and, 
secondly, by the creation of a con- 
science In those delivered, which 
should lend them to repay the money 
expended upon them as soon as pos- 
sible after going out Into the world. 
Already hundreds, nay, thousands, of 
men dredged up from the depths of 
Poverty, and Vice, and Crime, are 
filling respectable and remunerative 
positions. Why should they not give 
a portion of their earnings In life, 
and bequeath a share of their fortunes 
at death, for tbe support of the In- 
stitution that has been the means of 
their Salvation for Time and Eternity ? 
Already something In this direction Is 
being done, and the letter that follows, 
forwarded from Paris last week by 
Commissioner Booth-Hellberg, illus- 
trates my contention : 
"To Commissioner Booth-Hellberg. 

'" My dear Commissioner,— About 
three years ago, having fallen through 
my own fault into the deepest moral 
and physical misery, I met with the 
Salvation Army, which held out to me 
a saving hand, and drew me out of 
that position. I left the Institution a 
fortnight ago, during which time God 



has particularly spoken lo me. Not 
being able lo find work. I enlisted In 
the Marine Infantry, and received a 
bounty of Two Hundred Francs. 

"Of this sum I beg of you to kindly 
aeeept One Hundred Francs, which I 
send you by Post Office Order In this 
letter. I eannot call this action really 
a gift, for alx years ago I found a 
Bank Note for One Hundred Francn 
In the public street. Being in an awk- 
ward position, I kept this money, but 
God showed me while with the Army 
that I ought to refund it. Unfortun- 
ately I had not the money then, but 
now that I possess it I hasten to do 
so. 

"Do not think, dear Commissioner, 
that It Is without an effort that I do 
this ; but, glory to God, He has 
gained the victory ! I trust In Him 
who every time that I have been will- 
ing to submit myself has not forsaken 
me, and I know that In my Regiment 
He will keep me faithful and take care 
of me. 

"I beg you to do with this amount 
whatever appears to you to be most 
Useful. I know that In your hands 
the money will be well placed. This 
sum In the Regiment would not have 
been of mueh use to me ; perhaps it 
would have been a temptation, and It 
Is with Joy that I send it to you. 

"Accept, dear Commissioner, the 
feelings of a grateful heart towards 
the Salvation Army.

CHAPTER IV. 

I FTERWARDB wo came lo 
Paris, where my vanity ill— 
creased. No course wus- 
spared lo make me appear 
to advantage. One who- 
had asked for me In mar- 
riage for several years, 
iny father, for family reasons, hail 
refused. Hut. a four lest ] 

should leave my country, together with 
the affluent circumstances of this Bsnllc- 
mun. Induced my fiither. In suite of his 
own and my mother's reluctance, to pro- 
mise me to him, which was done without 
consulting me. They made me sign the 
marriage articles without knowing what 
they were : though I win well pleased 
with the thoughts of marriage, Haltering 
myself with n hope of being set nt liberty, 
and delivered from the ll>!reatmcnt of 
my molhcr. 

1 did not sec my spouse-eleet, in P;irls. 
till three days before our marriage. I 
caused masses to lie nil Id all the lime: 
after my being contracted, to know the 
wlil ot God. Oh, my God. how great wim. 
Thy goodness, to bear Willi me. ami allow 
me 10 pray lo Thee with n» miicli bold- 
ness as If I had been one of Thy friends. 
The joy of our nuptials was universal 
through our rllluEC. Amidst this general 
rejoicing, lliei'c appeared none sad but 
myself, t could neither laugh nor eat, 
so much w;ib I depressed, though I knew 
not the cause. "'" " "' lls " foretaste. 
God gave me of what was to In fall me. 
The remembrance of my desire to be a 
nun, clinic pouring In upon me. A 1 'Vlio. 
came to compliment me cou cl not for- 
bear rallying mc. because I wept bitterly. 
I answered : "Alas ! 1 desired to be a 
nil" ; whv. (hen, am I married ? And 
what liuiillly lias such a revolution be- 
fallen me 7" No sooner was I m the 
house, of my spouse than 1 precelved that 
li would lie a house ot mourning. The 
maimer of living was different from Unit 
of my father's huusc. My molhcr-ln-law, 
i widow, regarded nothing else but c- 
coiiomy ; whereas, at my father's house 
they lived 111 great elegance ; and wh.ni. 
my husband and motlier-ln-law called 
pride, I called politeness. 

At the time of my marriage I was u. 
little past llfleen. My surprise Increased 
when I saw 1 mum lose whut I had 
ucuulred with so much application. At 
my father's house we were obliged to 
boliavo In a genteel way, and spcuk with 
propriety. Here they never hllikemd lo 
me, hill lo contradict and And fault. If 
I spoke well, lliey sulci It was to fflvc 
them a lesson, ir I spoke my sentiments, 
ihoy said It was to enter lino dispute. 
They put me to silence In a shameful 
inu liner, and sc"lded me from morning 
until night. My iiiolher-ln-law conceived 
such a. desire to oppose mu In everything. 
trial, In order lo vex me. she mude mc 
perform the mosl humiliating olllces. All 
her occupation was to thwart mo, and 
she inspired the like sentiment In her 
sou. They would make persons fur my 
Inferiors lake places above m<=. My 
mother, who had a high sense of honor, 
could not e-uduru thai. And when she 
heard It from others, for I told hor no- 
thing, she chlded inu, thinking I did not 
know bow lo keep my rank, and thai I 
had no spirit. 1 durst not loll her how 
it was ; but I was almost ready lo die 
with the agonies of grief and vexation. 
And what aggravalid them all, wan lb<' 
remembrance ot the persons who had 
proposed lor me, tile difference, Ihe lnvn 
they had for me. their agreeiibleness and 
politeness. All this r,.acle my position 
doleful, my burden Intolerable. My 

iiiolhcr-iii-liiw upbraided mc In regard to 
my family, and spoke Ini-cssalri ly lo the 
disadvantage of my father and molhcr. 
I never went lo see llicm, but 1 hud 
oilier speeches to hear on my return. 

My mother complained thai I did not 
come often to sec her, did not love her, 
was alienated from my own family, and 
loo milch atlaclicd Lo my husband. I hud 
heavy suffering to undergo on both sides. 
My husband obliged nie to stay all 
day In my niolher-ln-.aw's room, with- 
out any liberty of retiring Into my own. 
so I had not a moment's respite lo 
brcalhe. She spoke disadvantageous!! 1 of 
me io everybody, to lessen the uffccliun 
some onteriulncd for me, and galled mo 
with the grossest affronts before the 
flneHi company. Tills hail hot I lie- crre.el 
she wanted ; for I lie more patiently they 
saw me bear It, the Higher esteem lliey 
hail for me. 

To complete my ullllctlon, lliey pre- 
sented me with a wiiltlug-maid who was 
everything with lliem. She ki-pl me In 
sight like a governess, and treaied me 
111 u strange minimi'. For the most part 



I bore Willi patience lliesc evils. But. 
sometimes I let some hasty answers es- 
cape mc, which was a. sort of grievous 
■crosses to mo, anil violent reproaches for 
a loner lime. When 1 went nut the fool- 
man had orders to give nil account of 
everything I did. I begun to eat the 
bread of sorrows, mid mingle tears with 
my drink. At the tabic they always did 
something to me, which covered me wllh 
contusion. ' could not forbear tears, 
and had a double confusion— one for what 
they said, and the other for not being 
able to refrain weeping, 1 held no one to 
conlldc in who might allure my afilletlon, 
and assist me to bear It. "When I would 
Impart some hint of It to my mother. I 
drew upon myself some crosses, so that 
I resolved to have no confidant of my 
trouble. It was not from any natural 
cruelty that my husband treated me 
thus : for he loved mc passionately, but 
ho was hasly. and my mother-in-law con- 
tinually Irritated him about me. 

Such weighty crosses made me return 
to God. I began to deplore the sills of 
youth ; for since my marriage I had not 
-committed any voluntarily. I lain aside 
the rending of romances. Novels ap- 
peared to mc only full of deceit. 1 put 
away even illdllTcreiil books. I resumed 
the practice of prayer, and endeavored 
lo orTeiid Gotl no more. 1 fell Ills love 
sr.-idually ncoveiiag Hie ascendant la 
my heart, ami banishing every oilier. 
Vet I bad sill] an Intolerable vniilry and 
Keif-complacency, my most grievous and 
obstinate sin. 

My crosses doubled every day. My 
niollier-lii-law. not com out wllh the bit- 
terest speeches In public and private, 
would break out in a passion about the 
smallest trifles, and sotireely be paclllcd 
for a fortnight together. These so Im- 
paired the vivacity of my nature, ihat i 
became like a U-.mb Ihat Is shorn. As 
my age differed from their? (my luishand 
was twenty-two years older than 1), 1 
saw Ihat there was no probiibillty of 
changing tbclr humors, fortified with 
years. As 1 found thai whatever I said 
was offensive, T knew uol wbal lo do. 
One day. weighed down by gt'lel anil 
despair, being alone. I was templed lo 
c:ul out my league, that I might no 
longer Irritate those who seized every 
word I ullered wllh rage and resentment. 
Hut Thou. C Gad, didst stop me and 
show me my folly. 

M.v condition In marriage was rather 
Hint of a stave thou of a free person. 
My husband was gouty. This mnlady 
causcd me many crosses. !.'-■ had the 
gout twice the ilrst year, six weeks each 
lime. He was so plagued wllh It, llinl 
he came not out of his room, nor often 
out of his bed. I carefully aUcmlcd him. 
though so young. He had that foible, 
that when anyone said anything lo him 
agalnsl mc. he (lew Into a passion. 11 
was the conduct of I'rovldcnce over mc ; 
for he was a man of reason, and lovoil 
me much. When I was sick. In- wan 
Inconsolable, Hart II not been for my 
moihcr-ln-lnw. and the girl 1 have spoken" 
of, I should have been happy wllh him. 
For mosl men have their passions, and It 
la Ihc duty of a woman to bear them 
peaceably, without Irritating them by 
cross replies. 

The first year 1 did not make proper 
use of my allllcllons. I was still vain. 
I sometimes Med, to excuse myself to 
my husband and mother-ln-laiv. Soine- 
llmoH 1 fell into rl passion. Hut Thou, n 
my God, opened m.v eyes, 1 found In 
Thee reasons fur suffering, which 1 never 
found In Ihe creature. I afterwards saw 
clearly and with Joy Hint this conduct, 
unreasonable and mortifying, was neces- 
sary ; for bad I been applauded here as 
at my father's. 1 should have grown In- 
tolerably proud. I had a fault common to 
our sex. 1 could not hear a beaullful wo- 
man praised without [hiding fault wllh 
her. 

Just before the birth of my llrsl child, 
lliey were indueed to take greal care of 
mc, and my crosses were mitigated. In- 
deed, i was so 111, it was enough to excite 
Hie compassion of the most Indifferent. 
They had so great a desire of having - 
oliliili'c-n lo inherit ihdr fortune they 
were continually afraid lest 1 should bun 
myself. 1 look n fever, which rendered 
inc so weak thai 1 could scarcely bear 
io he moved, to have my bed made. When 
I began lo recover, an hnpnstlnime on my 
breast, laid open In two places, gave me 
ureal pain. Yel all these maladies seemed 
only a shadow of troubles. In cnmpnrlson 
wllh those I suffered in the family ; 
which dally increased, 1 was also sub- 
ject to violent headaches. Life was an 
wearisome that those maladies which 
were thought' ninrtnl did not frighten mo 



The sickness improved my appear- 
ance, and served tn increase my vanity. 
I was glnd to call forth expressions 
of regard ; and when In the street, I 
pulled oft my mask out of vanity, and 
drew' off my gloves to show my hands. 
Could there be created folly 7 After 
falling into these -weaknesses, I used 
to weep bitterly nt home ; yet when 
occasion offered, I fell Into them again. 

My husband lost considerably. This 
cost mc strange crosses ; not that I 
cared for the losses, but I seemed to 
be the butt of all the Ill-humors of the 
family. It would require a volume tn 
describe all I suffered. 

I would be totally silent with reguru 
to their treatment of me, were it not 
for the Injunction you have laid upon 
me. us my spiritual director, to relate 
everything. 

I now dressed my hair in modest 
manner, never painted, and to subdue 
the vanity which still had possession 
of me. I rarely looked in the glass. 
My reading was confined to books of 
devotion, such as Thomas a' Kempls 
and FranolB A" Sales. I rend these 
aloud to the servants, whilst the maid 
was dressing my hair ; and suffered 
myself to be dressed as she pleased, 
which took away the occasions wherein 
my vanity used to be exercised. I 
knew not how things were ; but they 
alwavs thought all well in point of 
dress". How often have I gone tn 
church, not so much to worship God 
ns to he seen. Other women, Jealous of 
mo, affirmed that I painted i and told 
my confenor, who clildcd me for it, 
though I assured hlin I was Innocent. 
I spnkc in my own prnlse, and sought 
to raise myself by depreciating others. 
Yet these faults grndually decreased ; 
for I was sorry afterwards fur having 
committed them. I often examined my- 
self strictly, wilting down my faults 
from week lu week, to see how I Im- 
proved. Bui, alas ! tills labor, though 
fatiguing, was of Utile service, because 
1 trusted In my own efforts. 1 wished 
Indeed to he reformed, bul my good 
di«:rcs Were languid. 

At one time my hnsliaii.Vs absence 
was so long, my crosses mid vexations 
al home so great, that I determined to 
go to him. My mother-in-law strongly 
opposed it ; but this once my fiither 
interfering, she let me go. I found lie 
had likely to have died. Through vex- 
ation and fretting, he was much 
changed ; for he could not finish his 
affairs, having no liberty in ailciidlng 
lo them, keeping himself concealed ni 
Ihe Hotel de Liuignevilie, where 
Madame de Lmnguevllle was extremely 
kind to me. As I came publicly, lie 
was In great four lest. 1 should make 
him known. In a rage he bade me 
return ; but love, and my long absencc 
friim him, surmounting every other 
reason, he relentedj nnd .suffered me In 
stay. He kept mc eight days, without 
letting me stir out of my chamber ; 
till, fearing the effects of such a close 
cunllnement, he desired me to walk In 
Ihe garden. 

1 cannot express all the kindness 1 
met with In this house. All Ihe do- 
mestics served me with emulation, and 
applauded me. Everyone studied lioiv 
io divert or oblige me. Outwardly 
everything appeared agreeable, bul 
chagrin so milled my husband, that 
I had continually something to bear. 
Sometimes he threatened to throw the 
supper out of the window ; but 1 
said he would then do me an Injury, 
as 1 had a keen appetite. I made him 
laugh, nnd laughed with him. This 
appeased nnd diverted him. Before 
that melancholy prevailed over nil his 
endeavors und over Ihe love he had 
for me. But God armed me with pnl- 
ience, and gave mc grace lo return 
him no answer ; so that the devil was 
r.aied to reiirc in confusion, Ibrougb 
the signal assistance of that grace.

It was half past six o'clock, and I 
watted upon some miners who had Just 
returned from one of the Inst mentioned 
claims, and with iny own eyes beheld 
on the stove drying, lii'lng only one 
day's takings, a large gold-pan more 
than half full of solid gold and nuggets, 
but every man does not llnd ills mine 
"pan out" so liberally, many having 
given weary months and years of un- 
successful labor. Hundreds of men go 
up and down the creeks seeking work, 
but llnding none ; others trying to 
make a living by panning tho "tail- 
ings." or what might have bean left 
where the "pay dirt" stood, etc., glad 
to make a dollar or two. It might seem 
a remurkable thing, but money docs 
not How freely, and the most wealthy 
miner will weigh out his gold with as 
much precision and exactness aH any 
jeweller In our cities. 

You say to many of the thousands of 
poor unfortunates, "Why don't you go 
home V" and among the multitude of 
reasons given, one seems to bo the 
uppermost, "They would only laugh 
at us." and for fear of the laugh they 
struggle on and eke out an exlstanee, 
living In the hope every day they will 
strike "better luck." It has the ap- 
pearance really of being one huge lot- 
tery. The owner of one mine might be 
taking out his thonsands while his 
neighbor, owning the adjoining claim, 
bus not oven what will make him a 
grub-slake (a mine that will yield suf- 
flcent to enable the miner to procure 
food), and very often never sees a 
"color." The sights this winter will 
nee, with the prospect of there being 
thousands out of work, we dare hardly 
contemplate, but our Shelter, wood- 
yard, free employment bureau, and 
reading room, whleh we are trying at 
present to establish, will redress re- 
sults this winter a little. 

The general appearance of the coun- 



try would Induce one's mind to wander 
back thousands of years, and make 
him believe that some great trans- 
formation had been brought about. 
The land that now comparatively ap- 
pears barren, with Its drled-up river 
beds, maun tains towering up on either 
side to stupendous height fives one 
the Idea that mighty forests ages ago 
nourished on Its present site- It was 
only the other day I tried to lift a 
tusk which had been taken out of the 
earth in the diggings. It was nearly 
seven feet long and weighed at least 
100 lbs. Loose gravel, too, It to be 
found hundreds of feet up the moun- 
tains, Indurating that mighty rivers 
must have swept along In the dead 
past, leaving scattered all along- their 
course, aa some suppose, the gold whieh 
man Is now unearthing, making un- 
happy men glad, and h.is seemingly 
possessed still greater power In being 
able to produce the opposite effect. 
To multitudes of these saddened and 
disappointed souls we are offering Cal- 
vary's Christ and His Heaven.

We went out Into the street, begged 
some matches of n man we chanced 
to meet, and retired "Just n little" 
tired. 

During the night Knslgn Andrews 
(G. B. M.) turned uj.. and In company 
with him on Saturday morning, we

Little Current has only a population 
uf some 40U or SOU people, so we were 
remarkably pleased with the audience 
of 108 adults on a Saturday night In 
the Musk- Hall, where a line welcome 
meeting was held. 

Sunday morning found us at Sucker 
Creek, Indian Unserve. We haa a 
grand meeting. An Indian constable 
acted Interpreter and <>NK soul was 
saved. Barracks nearly full. 

The afternoon at Little Current was 
somewhat disappointing In numbers, 
although we linil a line open-all 1 meet- 
ing.

Many outside people told me that 
since the Army's advent drinking had 
almost cased among the Indians, and 
that Instead of being indolent and 
drunken, they were Inrttisirloiio and 
sober, some 110 b-lng Salvationists.
